Nicastro teaches a teamwork system including a data 
store interface (page 31, column right, lines 6-7). 

Applicant argued that Nicastro does not teach "the communications tools module". Nicastro teaches communications tools module as 
communcation tools interfaces in fig. 6 , 7B and 9C. 

Applicant argued that Nicastro does not explicilty teach "site management tools mdule further comprising web site content updating, 
document library, image library, project dictionary, event calendar, and internal maintenance". 

Nicastro teaches information is updated from multiple sources throughout the project, event calendar (paragraphs 0077, 0257).
